The escape of the lour prisoners was discovered Tuesday morning when 
one of th* jailers went to the jail corridor to feed the in m ates.

I rom Weirton, the only other occupant of the jail, was ignorant of the sud­ 
den departuie of the foul prisoners aud made no attempt to escape.

Minter with the assistance of confederates on th outside. 
Keys to fit tho 
cell locks and indoor I listenings w ere fashioned from lead thought to have 
been furnished by persons on the outside. 
Fr* eing them selves of the cell confines, the fugitives wrenched two Yale 
looks from their fastenings and made 'heir way to the outside door of tho 
j iii 
This was opened. Sheriff Cooper said, by the outside accomplices and 
the pf. so lier J freed. The lead from which the cell keys were fashioned could 
rot have been extracted from indoor m etallic parts, Sheriff Cooper asserted, 
and must have been slipped through from the outside. 
Minter was placed in the New Cumberland jail July 8 to awalt trial on 
a charge of entering the Chester hardware store. 
Several shotguns, am­ 
munition and razors were taken lrom the store and sold in Pennsylvania. 
Minter was arrested in Midland, Pa., at the request of Chief of Police Hugh 
McDermott.

Gentlemen, it cannot fail. 
The spirit of this c o n f e r e n c e is its 
need.” 
“We shall drafe here, gentlemen, a 
declaration of dependence, not a dec- j 
laration of Independence,’’ he contin 
We shall prove here that men 
do live In cacti others breasts.

FARM SPECULATION. 
While Wall Street and its hangers-on are speculating in in­ 
dustrial stocks, Nebraska farmers are speculating in land. 
It need not be inferred that Nebraska is the only place where 
land speculation is going on—there is a fever of it nearly every­ 
where in the United States. But most of it is in the cities, and 
i* ■Clai med to building sites. This Nebraska outbreak, which finds 
its counterpart in the neighboring agricultural states, has to do 
with farm land, and the farmers themselves are doing most of tho 
gambling. 
Those prairie farmers are actually buying farms “on margins” 
in the good old Wall Street fashion. Or at least, it amounts to the 
sam© thing. They are buying options on other farms, and then 
selling the options. The bidding up is so brisk that city investors 
and speculators are growing wary; but the farmers go right 
ahead. 
They say that they know what land is worth, and when the 
city bankers say good crop land can’t pay dividends on $hH> an 
acre they don’t know what they are talking about 
Farm#s have 
been sold, for purely agricultural purposes, as high as $600 an 
acre. The farmers seem satisfied that prices of food and other 
commodities are not going to drop much, aud that thcietoie bum 
values, once up, will stay up. 
Perhaps they are right. 
Real estate 1ms risen more slowly 
than other things, but it is still rising, and may go considerably 
higher before it finds its level in harmony with the now 
values.
